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The value of the early Records of the Burghs of Scotland, as throwing light upon national 
life and manners, explaining national institutions, and illustrating social progress, has been 
fully recognized, and can scarcely be exaggerated. Some of the Book Clubs, which have 
contributed so much to the elucidation of Scottish History, have ali-eady directed their 
attention to these Records. The Spalding Club has given the country a i)eculiarly inter- 
esting and valuable series of extracts from the Records of the Burgh of Aberdeen, while 
the Maitland Club has iniblishcd notices from the Recoixls of Dysart, and extracts from 
the Burgh Records of Ghusgow, Prestwick, Edinburgh, and Canongate. Apai-t, however, 
from what has l>een done in regard to Aberdeen, it cannot be said that much more has 
been eflected than merely to break gi'ound in the direction of investigating and publishing 
extracts from the Burgh Recoixls of Scotland; and as nothing more is now to be hoj>ed 
from the Book Clubs which still exist, this Society has been formed for the special i)urposc 
of undertaking the work. 

Besides exti-acts from the Burgh Records, coi)ie8 of the Chai-ters of Burghs and illus- 
trative Extracts from contemporary local Records will be given, as far as may be considered 
desirable. 

The annual subscription is One Guinea, payable in advance, on the first day of 
January. The fii*st subscription wiis payable on Ist January, 1868. A payment of £7 7s. 
will entitle any member to a coi)y of the seven volumes which have l>een issued, and to 
the volume which is now ready for delivery. 
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The Extracts from the Recoi-ds of eauli Burgh will, as far aa the Committee consider 
expedient, be issued aeparatelj, and without adhering to ujiy prescribed order. 

As affording a key to much that is to bo found in the Recoi'ds of tlie Burghs, ami n.s 
generally illustrative of municipal institutions in Scotland, the Committee resolved to pub- 
Ush, in early volumes of the series, the Lawn of Scotland relating to the Burghs, down to 
the acceasion of James VI. to the crown of England, and probably to the union of the two 
kingdoms. In pursuance of this design, tliey have ah-eady issued a volume containing tho 
Laws of the Four Biirghs, and the old Laws relating to the Biu-ghs, from tlie earliest period 
of recoi'd till the i-etiim of James I. to Scotland in 1424. The editing of that work, and 
the preparation of the introductory historicHl sketch of the Burghs prefaced to it, were 
undertaken by the late Professor Cosmo Innes, who also undertook the editing of the 
second volume, which was passing through the press at the time of his lamented death. 
The completion of this volume will be entrusted to a competent editor. 

A volume of Extracts from the oldest Eecords of tho City of Edijiburgh, extending 
fi-om 1403 till 1528, and includmg all that is now known to exist of the burghal legis- 
lation of the capital during that period, was delivered to the members during March, 1870. 
A second volume, containing Extracts from these Kecords, and Selections from the Accomits 
of the Treasurers and Deans of Guild of tho City, down to 1556-7, was issued in December, 
1871. A thii'd volume, containing selections from the Records of the City till 1571, is 
now ready for issue; and a fourth, and probably concluding, volume, containing selections 
from the Accounta of the City, a general Preface, and Index of matters in the four vohimos, 
is in preparation, 

The Corpoiution of Edinburgh having authorized the transcription and printing, for its 
own purposes, of its oldest Chart«i-s and other muniments, was pleased to allow the Scottish 
Burgh Beoords Society to print off copies for the use of the members of the Society, That 
volume, cmitaining Charters from 1143 to 1S40, was delivered to tho members in January, 
1871. Tho preparation of a second volume has been authorinetl, and is in progress. 

The editing of " Selections fi-oni the Burgh RoconU of Aberdeen " having been undoi-- 
taken by John Stuart, Esq., LL,D., in continuation of the series pvepai-cd by him for the 
Spalding Club, a volume of Extracts from these Eecoitls, extending from 1625 till 1642, 
was delivei-ed to tlie members in November, 1871. A second and concluding volume, con- 
taining selections from the Bui^h Records, fixim 1643 till 1747, was issued in May, 1872. 

A volume containing a selection of Chai-tei-s relating to the Burgh of Peebles, willi 
Exti-acts from the oldest Eecoi-ds of the Burgh, and a Preface and Historical Introduction 
by William Chambers, Esq, of Glonormiston, LL.D., author of the " History uf Peeble- 
shire," was issued in January, 1873. 

The Corpoi-ation of Stirling has oi-dei-ed tlie transcription of the oldest Records of that 
Bui^h, selections fr\im which, with transcripts of its Charters and muniments, will speedily 
be I'eady for the press. 

Arrangements are also in jn-ogreaH for pi-ocoeding with a similar volume relating to 
h e City of Perth. 
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The Coiporation of Glasgow has authorized the transcription and printing, for its own 
purposes, of its oldest Charters, and has agi*eed to allow the Scottish Burgh Records Society 
to print copies for the use of its members. Considerable progress has been made in the 
piinting of this volume. 

Transcripts have also been made from the oldest Records of the Burgh of Glasgow, 
including four early volumes which were supposed to have been lost, but which have been 
discovered within the last few months. The fii-st volume of this collection will be imme- 
diately sent to press. 

Selections from the Recoixls of the Burghs of Haddington, Dunfennline, and Dysart 
are also l)eing prepared. 

In the execution of the work to which the Society thus addresses itself, and which 
is of great local as well as national importance, the Committee hope to receive substantial 
assistance from the larger Burghs whose Charters and Records may be from time to time 
published. Meanwhile the Committee will be glad to receive from Town-Clerks and other 
custodiei-s of public documents, such information as they can give in regard to original 
documents in their possession, illustrative of the constitution and early history of the 
municipal institutions of the country, and to communicate with such Burghs as may be 
desirous to co-oj^i-atc with the Committee in publishing selections from their earliest 
Records. 

The Committee have to deploi-e the death of two of their members — Adam Black, E^q. 
of Priorbank, and Professor Innes. The support which Mr. Black's connection and sym- 
pathy with the Society gave it, could scarcely be overestimated. His great experience and 
sagacity ensui'ed that the operations of the Society, in winch he took a warm interest, 
would be conducted with prudence; and the univei-sal confidence and respect which he 
enjoyed communicated somewhat of stability to it. The sudden removal of Professor 
Innes creates a blank which cannot be supplied He was one of the originators of the 
Society, and his active 8U[)port and valuable counsel were always at its service. Sympathiz- 
ing very warmly with everything which tended to facilitate or stimulate archaeological 
investigations^ he was always ready to aid less skilful labourers in the same field, and to 
encourage and foster the objects of this Association. 

Edinburgh, Maif^ lS7o, 
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;HE present volume, which forms the third of the series 
of " Extracts from the Records of the Burgh of Edin- 
burgh," contains a selection, mainly from the Council 
Register, of extracts relating to matters of national interest, or 
illustrative of the history of the Scottish Capital from 1557 till 

1571. 

The volume opens with the imposition on Edinburgh of its 
proportion of a national tax to defray the expenses of the marriage 
of Queen Mary with the Dauphin of France. It closes with the 
Queen deposed and a prisoner in England ; Scotland distracted 
by two factions, one professing allegiance to the Queen, the other 
supporting the cause, of her son ; the Castle of Edinburgh held 
for her by Sir William Kirkcaldy of Grange, and the Regent 
Lennox preparing to besiege it. 

As might be expected, the records of the Burgh during 
these fourteen years contain frequent references to the important 
events that were taking place, many of them in the City and in 
its immediate vicinity; and it is hoped that the present volume 
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which contains everything of general interest in the records during 
the period over which the selections extend, will be found to 
possess some interest as a contribution to the history not only 
of Edinburgh, but of Scotland. 

It is curious to notice the ordinary stream of every-day life 
in the town flowing on during these years, side by side with that 
great current of human thought which was undermining and 
sweeping away old forms of faith and venerable institutions, and 
changing the whole aspect of Scottish character and history. 
When England and France were both prosecuting their 
schemes for attaching Scotland, and the issues of their diplomacy 
could not fail to exercise a momentous influence over the future 
of the coimtry, the burgesses are to be found in these pages 
occupied in building the Newhaven; in discussing, with much 
keenness and not little acrimony, the relative rights and privileges 
of merchants and craftsmen; in extending civic hospitalities to 
distinguished strangers; in legislating as to the prices of victuals 
and the situation of markets, the repair of public buildings and 
high^fays, and all the varied details of every-day burghal life. 
The frequent references to "our auld enemies of England," and 
to the precautions to be observed against invasion by them; the 
ordinances as to providing armour, and as to weaponshawings and 
musters, as to building up approaches to the town through closes 
and wynds, as to furnishing artillery and gunners, and as to 
removing the charters and evidents of the Burgh to the Castle 
for safety, — all recall vividly the unhappy relations which then 
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existed between England and Scotland. But atill^ jibsorbai^ 
as such interests must have been, appealing directly to instincts 
of self-preservation, as well as to sentiments of national honour, 
the citizens seem at no time to have been inattentive to the 
concerns of their daily trade witlun and without the Burgh. 
Monopoly was the order of that day« and the privileged trader 
was very jealous of his rights, and very careful to prevent their 
being invaded by those who did not possess the freedtcnn of the 
town as burgesses, and the freedom of the merchant^guild or 
of a handicraft. As strictly^ also, did the community guard its 
corporate rights from -encroachment by adjoining and less-favoured 
districts. Leith, the port of the capital, to which Edinburgh then 
stood in a position of feudal superiority^ had not the valuable 
and much-coveted privileges of trade. These belonged exclusively 
to Edinburgh, by whom they were guarded with a strictness 
and severity scarcely intelligible at the present day, but quite 
consistent with the policy and practice of the sixteenth century. 
Of the relations between the City and its dependency this 
volume affords abundant illustration. But it would be as 
unwarrantable to estimate the action of the citizens and authorities 
of the Edinburgh of that time towards Leith by the standard of 
the received notions of the present day, aa it would now be to 
foster or perpetuate the jealousies of those times. The real 
interests of the two communities can never be antagonistic : 
a wise policy of mutual respect and conciliation, and a drawing 
together on all matters of common .concern, will, it is to be 
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hopMl» Ic'ul ultiiratcly to pnnancnt UDion on the basis of 
common rights, intcrosts, and privileg(?s. 

Unfortunat<^ly, the reeonlH of most of the Scottish Burghs 
previous to 1571 are not now extant; and as those of Edin- 
burgh are, by hmihou of its being the capital, peculiarly inte- 
n^Hting, it has Immui resolved to proceed forthwith with the 
publication of a fourth volume. The requisite transcripts are 
being made, and will be placed without delay in the hands of 
the printer. 

It was intended that this volume should have contained 
selections from the accounts of the Treasurers and Deans of Guild 
for the jHTioil over which it extends, and its publication has been 
delayed for Si>me time in the hojH> that this intention might 
be carried into effect. The Cit}' Chamberlain, Mr. Adam, whose 
Ultimate acquaintance with these accounts fits him beyond any 
other person for making the requisite selections and transcripts, 
kindly uudertix>k the work, and has made considerable progress 
with it, but has been preventt\l from completing it by the pres- 
sure of other and moiv imix^rtant duties. The fourth volume 
v>f extracts from the Keconls will pn.>lKiblv l>e ready in the 
cvmnse of the present year, and the selections from the accounts 
frv>m \ii7 till the last date of the forthcoming volume will 
accomivuiy it 

The Historical Pn^face. which was also intended to ac- 
cv>mi>auy the present volume, will be reserveil for the next, 
or for the concluding volume, should it be resolved to carry 
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down the selections from the Edinburgh Records to a still more 
recent date. 

Since the first volume of Edinburgh Records was published, 
further investigation has enabled the List of Provosts, Presidents, 
Bailies, and Office-Bearers to be rendered more complete subsequent 
to 1500. The List appended to the present volume includes all 
the information which has been obtained on this subject from 
1527-28, down to and including 1570-71.
